Back in 1819 some person deposited 
$10 in a Canadian hank—and never came 
back to get it or issued a cheque against 
it.

Or maybe he had an odd streak 
of humor in his make-up—like the chap 
who put up a prize for a “baby marathon” 
in Toronto—and just wanted to set future 
calcylators the job of figuring up the in- 
terest a few generations later. Whatever 
happened to him, it is pretty good guess- 
ing that a thousand Canadians have been 
sitting up nights lately doing stunts in the 
field of higher mathematics in the effort 
to find out how big the $10 snowball has 
grown. 

But one point not to be overlooked is 
that the $10 deposit is still where the 
owner left it, together with whatever 
amount of interest it has accumulated 
while the years went ‘by. The money 
hasn't been stolen or lost or wiped out by 
a pen-stroke or confiscated in the name 
of “race purity” or weird economics. 
And if some claimant appears who can 
prove title, he or she will get the $10, to- 
gether with all the interest due, however 
large the sum. 

For Canadians who still practice the 
supposed obsolete art of saving money 
there is a good deal of comfort in this. 
They have safe places in which to put 
which hundreds of millions 
of people in some other countries have 
Canadian banks have been blamed 
for a good deal, sometimes with reason 
times without.

Nazi Scapegoat Number 2

Nuns in Nazi prisons, priests in concentra- 
tion camps, Catholic leaders shot, Cardinals’ 
homes wrecked—Americans read such news and, 
shocked at the barbarism of the Reich, are 
puzzled besides. The Jews were outnumbered 
in Germany by 200 to 1. But the Catholics count 
30,000,000 in a nation of 75,000,000. How can 
any sane government antagonize its people by 
attempting to destroy the church to which 40 
per cent of them belong? What lies behind this 
seemingly mad course of the Nazi dictatorship? 

The answer is that relentless forces are un- 
leashed which cannot be halted. As Hilaire Bel- 
loc, the eminent Catholic writer, admitted, the 
conflict between Catholicism and Nazism is 
“beyond all reconciliation.” One or the other 
must destroy its opponent, 

The Volkischer Beobachter, principal Nazi 
party organ, in its Vienna edition of OctoBer 15, 
1938, says flatly, “We are armed to continue the 
battle against Catholicism until the point of 
total annihilation.” 

German Catholics are facing the same fate as 
the Jews. They are Nazi Scapegoat No. 2. 

The process of extirpation has gone further 
than the outside world realizes. Persecution be- 
gan as soon as Hitler was in the saddle to which 
he had been hoisted not without Catholic help. 
By 1935, it had progressed to public trials, a la 
Moscow, of thousands of nuns and priests, fined 
from 1,000 to 150,000 marks on charges of violat- 
ing the weird currency laws. Brothers of var- 
ious orders were mockingly accused of sexual 
offences. Catholic editors were disciplinéd for 

daring to urge a modicum of justice. Young Nazis 
publicly sang ribald songs about the church. 
Posters blared: 


Recognize them, the Roman Catholic vampires! 
German Youth, stay away from suchlike, 
Unite against the international bandits 


The whole apparatus of a powerful state was 
set in motion to break the morale of the Cath- 
olics. 

The Catholic Youth organizations were liqui- 
dated in 1936. Ludwig Wolker and 100 other 
leaders were seized—on the charge of having 
had relations with Communists! Many were 
never heard from again. In the words of Bishop 
Galen of Munster: “Today there are in Germany 
fresh graves where rest the ashes of those whom 
the Catholic people regard as martyrs... al- 
though nothing is permitted to be revealed as to 
how they met their end.” 

A “cold pogrom” has gone on ever since. 

Thousands of nuns have been ousted from 
schools, hospitals, kindergartens; good party 
members have taken their places. Diocesan 
seminaries have been closed, the Theological 
Faculty at Innsbruck abolished. Catholic moneys 
have been confiscated. All Catholic colleges 
have been refused recognition and the right to 
receive new students. 
From day to day, the Catholics expect the 
: “This very uncertainty as to your fu- 
* the Bavarian Minister of Education told 
legation of Sisters, “is your punishment and 
it pleases me to keep you in the dark.” 

The next steps will be economic. Loot from 
the Jews has helped keep the regime running. 
That source is rapidly becoming exhausted. The 
Nazi have already drawn up lists of all the con- 
vents and monasteries (there are over 10,000 in 
Germany; thousands more in Austria). Some 
$20,000,060,000 may be a safe estimate of the 
wealth of the church in Germany. The Nazis 
are keeping this enormous resource in reserve; 
when they have destroyed Catholic morale, 
church property will be confiscated with thor-

oughness and brutality. 
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Why is the conflict between Nazism and 
Catholicism irreconcilable? There are five rea- 
sons: 

First, Nazism is itself a crusading religion; it

di, the Nazis hate Christianity “because 
sh,” and Catholicism because it is inter- 


Third, Catholicism claims the loyalties of mil- 
lions, especially the young; and Hitler, aware 
that victory depends upon the control of youth, 
has said, “If the older generation cannot get ac- 
customed to us, we will take away the children 
and rear them in our spirit.” 

Fourth, Nazism must have a succession of 
scapegoats; young Nazi hooligans must have 
some outlet, and the Jews are almost gone. 

Finally, there is that $20,000,000,000. 

Listen to some of the propaganda with which 
the Nazi are relentlessly undermining the hold 
of Christianity on the German people: 

Alfred Rosenberg, dictator of German cul- 
ture and ideology, sneers at the customary inter- 
pretations of Christ as made by “Jewish fanatics 
like Matthew, by materialistic rabbis like Paul, 
by mongrel half-breeds like Augustine.” Gen- 
eral Ludendorff ridicules Christianity as an 
Asiatic superstition,” and a “supra-nationel en- 
emy of the State.” The official pagan magazine 
Nordlar the Sermon on the Mount as the 
“first manifesto, in @ language now 
buried under the dust of centuries.” 

Writes Dr. Rudolf Dahms, a Nazi scholar, 
“We reject the Christ of the dogmas (the Jew- 
ish Christ) because he no longer corresponds to 

ur Nordic faith.’ 

In “Why No More Christianity?”, an official 
publication of the Nazi party (Deutsche Aktion, 
Heft 2), Hans Weidler asks, “Can there be any- 
thing lofty about a religion whose god came into 
this world only for suffering and who died on 
the cross the ignominious death of a criminal?” 

“The greatest evil which Christianity has 
perpetrated,” he writes, “is surely its dogma of 
human equality. Shall we Germans be put on 
the same levels as Negroes, Fiji Islanders, Eski- 
mos, or Jews?” 

Professor Herman Berger, of the University 
of Munich, in his widely read book, “Material- 
ism of Christianity The True Face of the Cath-

It 
is: How much is a quarter section 
of land worth, say five miles out 
from town, and as g00d agricultural 
land as the average in the province, 
the bare earth spot, in its natural 
state, no improvements on it? How 
much is it worth to the man who 
gets On it, labors on it, end produces 
wealth from it, by the application 


of his labor and the needed equip-| 
| ment? How can a person get at the 


value of an earth spot for such a 
purpose? 

This question concerns more peo- 
ple than the prospective settlers 
looking for a home. It concerns 
every assessor whO takes g solemn 
oath to valuate and assess each par- 
cel of land honestly and justly to 
the best of his abilities 

Land is nota made thing, the re- 
sult of any person's labor. Land 
never grows in size, never changes 
its position, does not grow in value 
the more it is cropped, but rather 
decreases in fertility value; and the 
nearness to a school or a church or 
town does not affect its crop-pro- 
ducing qualities. It is the crop or 
produce generally that the farmer

1879 goes to Sir John A. Macdonald, 

but the idea is much older than that. 

In 1847, Hon. J. M. Johnson, Con- 
| servative leader in the Nova Scotia 
| assembly, offered a resolution: 
| “That the policy that Nova Scotia 
| requires is that the duties levied 
| for the purpose of revenue should 
| be regulated by such a tariff as 
| will afford to us a high practical 
encouragement for the productions 
and industries of this country.” 

Nova Scotia, however, would have 
none of it. 

Two years later, on Feb. 6, 1849, 
the British American League, an 
| organization of Tories to combat the 

Reform policies of Lafontaine and 
| Baldwin, with the sympathy of Lord 
Elgin, held its second meeting in 
Toronto (the first had been at 
Brockville some weeks before), and 
there Col. Ogle R. Gowan proposed: 
“that if the interests of the British 
people will not admit of protection 
| to colonial products in her markets 
and if she will not, or cannot, open 
the markets of foreign countries, 
and especially of the United States 
of America, for the admission of 
| colonial Products and manufac- 
ures, on terms of reciprocity, then 
will it become the duty of Canada 
to create at home, or to seek abroad 
|a market for the products of her 
}own industry.” 

This sentiment was endorsed by 

the league and a committee was 
|named to draw up a tariff scheme 
which would protect Canadian in- 
dustry. The colonel continued ham- 
|mering away at his idea with the 
jresult that in 1858 a strong protec- 
tionist organization was formed in 
| Toronto with Hon, Isaac Buchanan 
}as chairman. 
| It took 20 years, however, before 
|the protectionists could secure a 
majority in parliament and send 
Sir John back to Ottawa to make
